Growing concern ov er water p ollu ­ 


tion has sp u rred the sale of bottled 


water across the cou ntry . Led by 


Sou thern California, basically a des­ 
ert. which has a million confirmed bot­ 
tled water drinkers, sales hav e dou ­ 
bled in the last fiv e y ears in Miami. 
Boston and Pittsbu rgh: they are u p 
75 to 100 p er cent in Chicago. 50 p er 
cent in Atlantic City and 40 p er cent 
in Dallas. 
The rep ort of the Env ironmental 
Health Serv ice that 16 p er cent of 
mu nicip al water sy stems su rv ey ed ex ­ 
ceeded federal standards of safety , in 
at 
least one contaminant, 
literally 
drov e thou sands more to drink bot­ 
tled water. It also arou sed mu nicip al 
water sy stem to ex amine their own 
sou rces of su p p ly and treatement. 
Bottled 
water 
u su ally 
is 
sp ring 
water bottled and sold in larger cities. 


In many p laces, it is deliv ered, sold 
in su p ermarkets, or ev en disp ensed in 
coin racks. 
Taste is a chief attrac­ 
tion. bu t a growing fear of mu nicip al 
tap water is now’ a strong second. 
Doctors’ 
recommendations, 
p articu ­ 
larly for p ersons on low sodiu m diets, 
is another factor. 
Big national bot­ 
tling firms are bu y ing into the indu s­ 
try -inclu ding Borden and Coca Cola. 
Bottlers do not seem concerned that 
growing emp hasis on p ollu tion may 
ev entu ally force mu nicip alities to treat 
their water better and thereby comp ete 
with this growing indu stry . 
The av ­ 
erage family , it is p ointed ou t, u ses 
abou t 500 gallons of water a day , bu t 
most p eop le drink less than a qu art of 
water a day . In a family of fou r, a 
city wou ld hav e to treat 500 gallons to 
p rov ide one gallon for drinking. The 
majority of p eop le don’t think that 
way . They want safe water, p eriod. 
Y o u t h a n d A l t r u i s m 


Don’t giv e u p on American y ou th. 
A Pu rdu e Univ ersity nationwide stu dy 
of high school stu dents restores ou r 
faith in them. 
It shows that 91 p er 
cent are willing to defer their p ersonal 
interests and work for a y ear on one 
of the nation’s p roblems. 
It is to be hop ed that the stu dy will 
not be lost on the Nix on Administra­ 
tion. What better way to combat the 
generation gap — p rotests, dru gs, de­ 
linqu ency and all the other manifes­ 
tations of distru st and disillu sion, than 
to giv e nine ou t of ten y ou ngsters the 
chance to giv e a y ear of serv ice to 
their cou ntry at their most imp res­ 
sionable age! 
Pu rdu e's 
Measu rement 
and 
Re­ 
search Center fou nd the same will­ 


ingness to serv e, in all 50 states and 
the District of Colu mbia. It fou nd that 
34 p er cent wou ld like to work on p rob­ 
lems of p ov erty , 10 p er cent on edu ­ 
cational p roblems and 10 p er cent on 
race 
p roblems. 
They assigned 
the 
same order of p riorities to their will­ 
ingness to p ay tax es to solv e these na­ 
tional p roblems. 


Here is an op p ortu nity to form a 
national y ou th serv ice corp s, esp e­ 
cially after the Selectiv e Serv ice sy s­ 
tem is terminated for a p rofessional 
v olu nteer 
military 
force. 
It 
wou ld 
p rov ide a u niv ersal ou tlet for national 
serv ice to y ou ths when they most need 
the stimu lu s it wou ld giv e them. The 
nation wou ld p rofit immeasu rably in 
many way s also.

Hostetter. 26, tau ght a sewing 
class 
inside 
the 
p rison, 
located abou t 40 miles sou th 
of Da Nang. He was there 
from Nov ember. 1966 to .Ju ne. 
1969. 
Officials of the Mennonite 
Central 
Committee 
and 
of 
Chu rch World Serv ices, who 
sp onsor 
Vietnam 
Christian 
Serv ices, described Hostetter 
as dedicated and tru thfu l. 
From the detailed Jou rnals 
which Hostetter kep t of his 
ex p eriences in Sou th Vietnam, 
here is his descrip tion of life 
in the p rison at Tam Ky : 


"There wou ld he from 50 
to 100 p risoners kep t in large 
rooms 
with 
concrete 
p lat 
forms to sleep on, hu t since 
there 
were 
far

p eop le to lie down, most of 
the p risoners had to sit or 
stand throu ghou t the night.

"Another tragic asp ect of

is

children. It seems that being 
a VC is an hereditary p roblem 
in Vietnam. When I did a 
su rv ey . . . on May 17. 1969, 
I discov ered that there were 
60 VC u nder the age of 10 
being held by the p rison at 
that time.

Bu t wait—residents of the 11th and 
13th wards then hold a meeting of 
their own—sp earheaded by Aldermen 
Edward Norton and Titu s Sims and 
threaten to p etition City Hall if p lans 
are finalized to mov e the salt p ile to 
their area.

BERNE—This city , the seat 
of the intensely indep endent- 
minded Swiss gov ernment, is 
a charming p lace of arcades 
and flowers, grotesqu e fou n­ 
tains. and v oices sp eaking the 
old langu age that p asses for 
Swiss German. Berne alway s 
seems an 
imp robable fairy 
tale, esp ecially the old p art 
with its mediev al laby rinth 
of terraced, twisting, narrow 
alley s and streets in the tight 
loop of the Aar Riv er. 
Berne was the solace to ou r 
great Mark Twain in his p e­ 
riod of most brooding dis­ 
cou ragement 
as 
near bank­ 
ru p tcy hov ered ov er him like 
some p riv ately -commissioned 
thu nderbolt. 
"I 
m u st 
drop 
ev ery thing 
and 
retu rn 
.to 
Switzerland.” he wrote, "it is 
a 
longing: 
a deep , 
strong, 
tu gging longing—that is the 
only word.” 
The 
langu age 
balance 
in 
this lov ely land is mu ch more 
ou t of balance than generally 
su p p osed. More than 75 p er 
cent of the Swiss sp eak Ger­ 
man (Sehwy zerdeu tsch), only 
21 p er cent French, less than 
5 p er cent Italian. Schwy zer- 
deu tsch itself is so gu ttu ral 
that there’s a standing joke 
in 
Switzerland 
that 
say s. 
"Sehwy zerdeu tsch isn't a lan 
gu age; it's a disease.” 


Univ ersity of Berne sociol 
ogists claim there are more 
than 50 ty p es of “ local” com­ 
mu nities in ethnic and geo 
grap hic terms. Bu t the sp irit 
of indep endence is u niv ersal. 
French takes ov er ju st west 
of Berne, and Genev a, the last 
canton to join the Swiss Con 
federation, 
is the jewel 
of 
French sp eaking Switzerland. 
Sheltered by the Alp s and 
framing the fou nded end of 
the lake where it flows into 
the Rhone Riv er, the old town 
of Genev a is a city of trees 
and 
bells 
and 
flags 
and 
bridges. And the gentle v aria- 
tions of color and light that 
a beau tifu l lake alway s giv es 
the bu ildings and, foliage that 
circle its shores are m irrored 
in its shining su rface.. 
From 
Andermatt 
in 
the 
high, Alp s, the glacial waters 
are the sou rce of three of 
Eu rop e’s greatest riv ers. 
To the east they flow as the 
Rhone, throu gh Lake Genev a 
to the French gorges and the 
M editerranean. To the sou th 
west, as the Rhine, they flow 
throu gh Lake Constance and 
on to the North Sea. To the 
west, as the Danu be, they 
cross Germany . Au stria (Vi­ 
enna!, Hu ngary . (Bu dap est). 
Yu goslav ia 
(Belgrade). 
Bu l­ 
garia. Ru mania and the Sov iet 


Union to the Black Sea. which 
—in a strange anticlim ax — 
they enter withou t a p ort of 
any kind. 
Thomas Jefferson, writing 
from his far off Monticello at 
Charlottesv ille. Va.. wrote his 
Genev a friend. Marc-Au gu ste 
Picet, on December 26. 18 20: 
"Althou gh y ou r Genev a is 
bu t a p oint on the globe, y et 
it has made itself p erhap s the 
most interesting one. Indu s­ 
try , 
honesty , 
simp licity 
of 
manners, hosp itality and sci­ 
ence hav e m arked it as its 
own." You can see this letter 
in the Collection Rilliet there. 
You can also see on Gene 
v a’s Restoration Monu ment an 
ex cerp t from an ordinance of 
1536 p roclaiming free com 
p u lsory edu cation for all chil­ 
dren. 
Most Eu rop ean cou n­ 
tries did not hav e comp u lsory 
edu cation for -children u ntil 
after World War I. 
Since the Renaissance and 
.su ch contribu tors as the math 
em aticians Jacqu es and Dan­ 
iel Bernou lli. Switzerland has 
p rodu ced nearly a hu ndred 
p erm anent t h i n k e r s . Her 
amazing contribu tion inclu des 
C. G. Ju ng. Le Corbu sier. Gia 
cometti. 
Pau l 
Klee. 
C. 
F. 
Ramos, Jaqu es-Dalcroze. Her­ 
man Hesse. Max Frisch, etc. 
—14 Nobel Prize winners. 
With this backgrou nd, Switz­ 


erland is not only an im ­ 
mensely literate bu t a highly 
informed cou ntry . In neigh­ 
boring 
Italy , 
fewer 
news­ 
p ap ers are sold p er million 
p op u lation than in any cou ntry 
in 
Western 
Eu rop e. 
More 
newsp ap ers 
are 
sold 
p er 
cap ita 
in 
Switzerland 
than 
any where in the world. 
Switzerland has 504 news­ 
p ap ers. It has 743 technical 
magazines whose total circu ­ 
lation is also so wide abroad 
that it ex ceeds Switzerland's 
entire adu lt p op u lation by 50 
p er cent. Oh, y es. this cou ntry 
is a great deal more than 
scenery , chocolate and cu ckoo 
clocks. 
Yet Switzerland is the only 
democracy that still denies 
women the v ote. As late as 
11 y ears ago the Swiss male 
electorate rejected women su f­ 
frage. 2 to 1. Since then, eight 
canton? (states) among the 25 
hav e giv er women the v ote in 
cantonial 
affairs, 
bu t. they 
cannot v ote in federal elec­ 
tions or ru n for federal office. 
Ironically , in this intensely 
democratic and hu mane cou n­ 
try —the birthp lace of the In­ 
ternational 
Red 
Cross—this 
v oting characteristic ^p rev ents 
Switzerland 
from 
officially 
su bscribing to su rh internal 
p ledges as the Eu rop ean Con­ 
v ention on Hu man Rights.

Rep . Richard Ottinger. Dem 
ocrat. won a June p rim ary and 
the iwllsters consider him the 
frontrunner at the p resent time. 
Ottinger sp ent a lot of money 
in the p rim ary and p lans to do 
well before November. Buckley 
is doing better in the fund rais­ 
ing dep artm ent than he did in 
1968.
